The  infant  mortality  rate  is  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age  per  one  thousand  live  births.  In  1942  the 
number  of  deaths  of  infants  was  1,226  (138  less  than  in  1941)  and 
the  infant  mortality  rate  per  one  thousand  live  births  was  49 
compared  with  57  in  1941,  This  decrease  in  mortality  has  taken 
place  in  all  the  principal  causes  of  death  but  the  chief  decreases 
were  as  given  below*  -

Owing  to  the  revision  of  the  International  List  of  Causes 
of  Death,  which  is  being  used  from  1940  onwards,  a  change  in  the 
classification  of  Maternal  Mortality  has  occurred,  therefore  the 
rates  shown  in  the  above  table  for  the  years  1940-48  are  not 
strictly  comparable  with  those  for  the  previous  years.  The  effect 
of  the  use  of  the  revised  classification  is  to  increase  the  death 
rate  under  the  heading  of  "Puerperal  Sepsis'1  for  each 'of  the 
years  1940-48  by  about  0.85  to  0.3*  also  very  slightly  to  increase 
the  corresponding  death  rates  under  the  heading  of  "Other  Puerperal 
Causes" .

Scarlet  Fever. 


The  incidence  of  this  disease  was  twice  as  heavy  in  1942 
as  in  1941,  there  being  2,016  cases  in  1941  and  4,021  in  1942,  yet 
the  number  of  cases  in  the  latter  year  is  less  than  the  yearly 
average  of  5,030  for  the  five  pre-war  years  1934-38, 

Diphtheria. 


There  was  a  decrease  of  290  cases  in  1942  as  compared  with 
1941.  The  incidence  in  1942  also  shows  a  considerable  decrease  on 
that  for  the  pre-war  years,  the  average  annual  number  of  cases  for 
the  five  years  1934-38  being  2,679, 

Enteric  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  of  enteric  fever  in  1942  was' 29  compared 
with  a  yearly  average  of  43  for  the  five  years  1934-38. 

Cerebro-spinal  Fever. 

The  conditions  of  war  time  favour  the  spread  of  this  disease 
and  it  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that  the  number  of  cases  in 
1942  (175)  is  less  than  half  that  for  1941  (357). 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


The  propaganda  campaign  was  continued  during  the  year* 
with  the  result  that  there  was  another  substantial  increase  in 
the  number  of  children  immunised,  the  total  for  1942  being 
42,817  as  shown  in  the  following  table: -

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TREATMENT  OF  SCABIES. 


Scabies  is  prevalent  thro. ugh  out  the-  Administrative  County 
and  the  country  generally  and  in  November  1941  the  Minister  of 
Health  issued  the  Scabies  Order  providing  for  the  inspection  of 
premises  in  which  persons  found  to  be  suffering  from  scabies  are  or 
have  been  accommodated,  the  compulsory  examination  and  treatment 
of  persons  suffering  from  scabies  and  the  cleansing  or  destruction 
of  verminous  articles  found  on  the  premises.  County  Councils  and 
County  District  Councils  have  concurrent  powers  under  the  Order  and 
the  proper  distribution  of  functions  should  be  that  which  is  most 
convenient  and  effective  in  the  circumstances  of  each  County. 

The  great  majority  of  scabies  cases  can  be  cured  by  out¬ 
patient  treatment.  Civil  Defence  First  Aid  Posts,  with  their  hot 
water  showers,  provide  a  ready  means  for  such  treatment,  and  as  a 
measure  of  collaboration  with  County  District  Councils  the  County 
Emergency  Committee  authorised  me  in  March  1942  to  arrange,  wherever 
possible,  to  bring  these  premises  into  use  for  the  purpose.  The 
County  Council  supply  the  drugs  needed  in  the  treatment  and  bear  the 
cost  thereof  as  also  that  of  disinfestation  of  bedding  and  clothing. 
■Where  a  Post  is  in  use  the  treatment  is  usually  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  County  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  although 
at  some  posts  the  Civil  Defence  Medical  Off icer-in- Charge  has 
voluntarily  undertaken  this  duty  at  his  own  instigation  and  without 
payment. 

For  some  County  Districts  where  it  was  not  possible  to  bring 
the  First  Aid  Post  into  use  or  where  there  was  no  First  Aid  Pest, 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  out-patient  treatment  at  Isolation 
Hospitals  where  the  Hospital  Authority  was  willing  to  provide 
facilities,  or  at  Centres  for  the  out-patient  treatment  of  scabies 
already  established  by  other  County  District  Councils. 

Where  facilities  have  been  provided  as  above,  the  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  of  the  County  Districts  concerned  initiate 
the  inspection  of  premises,  the  examination  of  persons  suspected 
to  be  suffering  from  scabies  and  arrange  for  treatment. 

By  the  end  of  1942  it  had  been  possible  to  provide  facilities 
for  out-patient  treatment  at  30  First  Aid  Posts  and  7  other  Centres 
in  respect  of  42  County  Districts.  Under  these  arrangements 
3,685  cases  of  scabies  received  successful  out-patient  treatment 
up  to  the  end  of  1942.  The  above  arrangements  only  came  into 
active  operation  about  June  1942  and  during  1943  it  was  possible  to 
bring  further  First  Aid  Posts  and  other  Centres  into  use,  and  the 
number  of  cases  coming  forward  for  treatment  has  increased 
considerably. 

As  stated  above,  the  great  majority  of  cases  of  scabies  can 
be  cured  by  out-patient  treatment.  There  remains,  however,  a  small 
proportion  of  cases  which  require  in-patient  treatment  due  to  the 
severity  of  the  disease,  the  home  circumstances  or  complications 
such  as  impetigo,  eczema  or  the  dermatitis  which  arises' in  a  small 
number  of  cases,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  in-patient 
treatments  facilities  at  certain  County  Welfare  Institutions.  In 
the  year  1942,  10  cases  received  in-patient  treatment  under  these 
arrangements.  The  cost  of  in-patient  treatment  of  scabies  in  these 
circumstances  is  borne  entirely  by  the  County  Council. 

Only  in  a  very  small  number  of  cases  have  the  powers  of 
compulsory  treatment  had  to  be  used.  The  majority  of  the  patients 
are  both  willing  and  anxious  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities 
for  treatment.  A  number  of  persons  have  presented  themselves  at 
the  First  Aid  Posts  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  they  required 
treatment  or  not.

There  was  an  increase  of  197  in  the  number  of  new  patients 
treated  in  1942  compared  with  the  previous  year.  This  was 
accounted  for  by  a  rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Syphilis  to  423 
compared  with  331  in  1941,  and  734  non-venereal  cases  compared 
with  585  in  1941,  there  being  43  fewer  cases  of  Gonorrhoea,  and  one 
less  of  Soft  Chancre. 

This  shows  an  alarming  increase  (28  per  cent)  in  the  number 
of  new  cases  of  Syphilis,  but  it  can  also  be  assumed  that  the 
increase  in  non-venereal  cases  indicates  that  more  persons  are 
attending  clinics  for  examination  as  a  result  of  the  propaganda 
campaign  and  the  exhibition  of  posters  and  pamphlets  throughout 
the  Administrative  Area. 
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Venereal  Discasos. Propaganda. 

On  the  rc-commendation  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Committee  in  June  1941,  a  special  grant  of  £100  was  madG  to  the 
British  Social  Hygiene  Council  for  propaganda  work,  and  film 
displays,  lectures  and  demonstrations  were  carried  out  between 
January  and  March  1942  in  the  districts  of  Bentley,  Brighousc, 
Spcnborough,  Keighley  and  Morley  at  an  approximate  cost  of  £85. 
lectures  and  film  shows  suitable  to  the  persons  attending  were  given 
to  Civil  Defence  Workers,  Juniors, Adults ,  Parents,  and  Mixed 
Audiences,  and  well  over  2 ,-000  persons  attended  the  meetings  at 
which  pamphlets  were  distributed. 

From  the  1st  April,  1942  this  work  was  taken  over  by  the 
Central  Council  for  Health  Education  and  the  balance  of  £15  was 
expended  by  that  Council  in  preliminary  arrangements  for  another 
course  of  lectures  etc.,  to  be  held  in  1943. 

Compulsory  Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases, 

Regulation  33B  of  the  Defence  (General)  Regulations  came 
into  operation  by  an  Order  in  Council  dated  5th  November , 1942 
under  which  provision  is  made  for  the  compulsory  examination,  and, 
if  necessary,  treatment  of  any  contact  named  by  two  separate- 
persons  infected  with  Venereal  Disease.  It  is  also  the  duty  under 
this  Regulation  of  the  llc-dical  Officer  in  Charge  of  the  Special 
Treatment  Centre  to  ascertain  if  possible  from  each  now  patient 
the  source  of  his  or  her  infection. 

No  notification  was  received  under  this  Regulation  during 

1942. 


SUPPLY  OF  MILE  TO  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 


Milk  for  school  children  is  supplied  in  bottles  each 
containing  one-third  of  a  pint.  This  general  rule  does  not  apply 
in  the  cases  of  a  few  rather  isolated  schools,  where,  owing  to  the 
snail  amount  of  milk  required,  difficulty  is  experienced  in 
finding  milk  producers  willing  to  supply  milk  in  bottles,  and  in 
these  cases  a  bulk  supply  is  permitted.

Medical  Officer  has  been  appointed  as  a  preliminary  step  towards 
the  development  of  the  hospital  as  an  acute  general  hospital. 

Otley  County  Hospital. 

This  hospital  was':T appropriated'  under  the  Public  Health  Act 
on  1st  April,  1941.  It  contains  80  beds  in  permanent '  buildings 
and  216  in  hutments  erected  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  services 
Ol  a  panel  of  specialists  are  now  available  and  there  has  been  a 
rapid  increase  in  the  amount  of  out-patient  work  undortr  :en. 
Provision  was  made  for  laboratory  facilities  in  the  hospital; 
and  the  attendance  of  a  County  Radiographer  has  enabled  the  X-ray 
work  to  be  developed.

The  wages  of  a  Home  Help  are  at  the  rate  or  10/~  por  day 
inclusive.  The  amendment  of  the  scale  for  the  recovery  of  fc-es  in 
connection  with  Home  Helps  was  under  consideration  at  the  end  of 
the-  year. 

Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Services. 


The  number  of  Ante  and  Post-natal  Clinics  open  during  1942' was 
108  and  10,096  women  attended  Ante-natal  sessions  and, 2, 169  Post¬ 
natal  cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Under  the  Domiciliary  Ante-natal  service,  1,553  expectant 
mothers  were  examined  during  the  yc-ar  under  arrangements  made  with 
private  medical  practitioners. 

Consultant  services  continue  to  operate  and  these  arc  held  in 
connection  with  the  County  Maternity  Home,  Montagu  Hospital, 
Kexborough,  and  the  Kallamshire  and  Listcrdalc  Maternity  Hones,  in 
addition  to  those  at  Leeds,  Sheffield  and  Doncaster.  During  1942', 
586  patients  were  referred  to  these  Clinics.

About  the  middle  of  1940  the  Ministry  of  Health  circularised 
local  Authorities  regarding  a  scheme  which  was  under  consideration, in 
consultation  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  other  Departments,  for  the 
care  by  means  of  day  nurseries  of  the  children  under  five  years  of  age 
of  women  employed  on  munitions  or  at  other  factories  connected  with 
the  war  effort.  This  provision  was  to  be  carried  out  by  Local 
Authorities  under  the  supervision  of  Regional  Officers  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

In  the  ’Test  Riding  Administrative  County' it  was  in  the  first 
place  decided  to  provide  25  war-time  nurseries.  This  number  was  sub¬ 
sequently  increased  to  50  but  has  since  been  reduced  to  30.

Experience  has  shown  that  some  time  usually  elapses  before 
war-time  nurseries  are  used  to  any  extent,  although  in  every  case 
the  date  of  opening  is  advertised  in  the  local  Press  and  local 
firms  employing  female  labour  are  notified.  This  appears  to  be 
due  to  a  reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  mothers  to  leave  their 
children  in  strange  hands  and  this  attitude  can  only  be  overcome 
apparently  by  time.

It  will  he  seen  from  the  table  above  that  many 
showed  their. desire  to  undertake  nursing  as  a  career,  i.e.  Student 
Nurses.  During  the  year  under  review,  the  actual  numbers  on  the 
County  Registers  have  been  reduced  but  only  to  good  purpose.  Uhereas 
here  might. have  been  in  1940—41  nearly  5,000  members  on  the 
registers,  it  could  not  be  considered  comparable  with»the  figure 
now  shown  (3,555)  because  it  is  now  a  "live”  register.
